.were tricked by having issued t 
them specimen ballots could not.b 
ascertained. 


The ballot stuffers-were so sure o 


never being molested that they regis 
tered the bogus votes alphabetically 
In other word.1-, they first used name 
commencing with the letter "A," the 
"B" and continued on through th 
alphabet until the bogus voters ha 
answered to their names in alphabet 
cal rotation as at a roll-call in Con 
gress! 


The prosecution had as one of it 


star witnesses a man by the name o 
Thomas J. Blair who had previousl 
acted with reformers and had suf 
fered on this account at the hands o 
the Organization. His treachery an 
unblushing repudiation of testimon 
he had sworn to previous to the tria 
—testimony sufficient to send Salte 
et al., to the penitentiary,—showe 
the all-poweriul resources of "th 
gang." 
They had to clear Salter a 


all hazards or run the risk of hav 
ing an expose of one of the element 
of the election deviltry practiced b 
theM for years, with the probabilit 
of being sent to jail themselves, a 
alternative that will sooner or late 
take place unless justice becomes ex 
tinct. Blair was called as a witnes 
for the Commonwealth, consequent!; 
it was bound by his testimony. Whei 
asked whether he looked in the bal 
lot-box when the polls were opene1 
he answered, "Yes;" whether he saw 
anything in it. "No;" was it empty 
"Yes; " wa.3 it still empty when th 
lid was put back? 
"Yes!" 
Thu 


Blair who hart assured the prosecu 
tion that he could send Salter and hi 
accomplices to prison, swore directl; 
opposite to what he had promised am" 
helped the Organization in its hou 
of need. 
He was, immediately afte 


testifying, arrested by order of th 
court and held in $1,200 bail on th 
charge of perjury, preferred by Dis 
trict Attorney Weaver. A few week 
afterwards he was appointed on th 
police and is today on the force. Dis 
trict Attorney John Weaver arrestec 
this man for perjury, Mayor John 
Weaver permitted his appointmen 
"as a guardian of the peace" and th 
charge for perjury has never been 
pressed. 


Thus does the Organization taki 


care of its own and Philadelphii 
quietly submits! 


The defence evidently had reat 


The Pickwick Papers.

It must be remembered that Salte

nary one. It apparently took its wit 
ness not days, weeks or months, bu 
several years to refresh and fortify 
their memories about the minute am 


our, When on a certain day Salter 
eft a certain hours to go to the polls 
nd exercise his freeman's right to 
eposit just "one'' ballot. 


At any rate the defence produced 


even well-rehearsed witnesses who 
wore that Salter could not have been 
t his home or at the polls at or be- 
ore 7 o'clock in the morning of elec- 
on day, because he did not leave 
ie house 407 South Eighth street, 
ine squares distant, until after 7:15 
. m., while Kirkland had placed him 
t his own home between 6:30 and 
:45 a. m.! 
After this cunningly-planned alibi 
ad been established for Salter, he, 
imself, upset it in a manner that 
hould have convinced even a jury of 
idiots" .of his guilt. 
On the stand 


e testified as follows: 


'What time did you get to the 


oiling place on election day?' 
" 'I got there about twenty minutes. 
eight.' 
" 'About what, about twenty min-

Salter evidently had forgotten his 
ines, for he testified that he reached 
he polls about twenty minutes of 
and that he had. then been at his 
lome for over an hour, or since twen- 
,y or more minutes before 7 o'clock, 
while his "alibi provers" swore that 
ie was nine squares distant from his 
lome as late as 7:15! 


With perjury thus plainly estab- 


ished, with the bogus ballots in the 
>ox, the flight of the defendants after 
;heir arrest a telling argument of 
their guilt, the impossible lining up 
of 200 voters in alphabetical order 
at the polls, the testimony of Kirk- 
and, and other collateral evidence 
;he jury returned a verdict of "Nol 
guilty." 
They would have returnee 


;he same verdict even if Salter had 
admitted his guilt! 


A more shameless miscarriage ol 


justice has rarely been recorded 
Salter's acquittal brought in its wake 
the "vindication" of the Organiza- 
tion; if convicted he would in al 
likelihood have "peached" and car- 
ried with him behind penitentiarj 
walls the real culprits who have made 
the ballot a farce and a mockary o 
the temple of justice.

CORRUPT PRACTICES ACT 


Paying of Poll Tax Clearly Forbid- 


den—Other Important Points. 
The purchase of poll tax receipts 


in large Quantities by political com- 
mittees is a practice that has been 
very prevalent in the past. 
This 


practice is in clear contravention of 
the intent of the constitution, but the 
law as it stood before the recent spe- 
cial session of the Legislature did 
not provide any adequate means of 
attacking the abuse. 


The paying of the poll tax for an- 


other is now clearly forbidden by 
law, 
and under the terms of the new 


"Corrupt Practices Act," the person 
or committee who attempts it will be 
liable to a heavy penalty. 


As this subject is not specifically 


mentioned in the act in question, this 
phase of its operation has generally 
escaped notice. 
The act begins with 


a number of definitions, among which 
are "election expenses" defined as in- 
cluding "all expenditures of money 
or other valuable things in further- 
ance of the nomination of any per- 
son or persons as candidates for 
public offices, or in furtherance of 
the election of any person or persons 
to public office, or to defeat the nomi- 
nation or election to public office of 
any person or persons." 
Since the 


purchase of tax receipts for others is 
done for no other purpose than in 
furtherance of the election of some 
person to public office, any money 
spent in this way comes clearly un- 
der the head of election expenses. 


The act then goes on to provide 


that no one shall spend any money 
for election expenses except a candi- 
date or a political committee and 
they only for a certain number of 
designated purposes of which the 
purchase of poll tax receipts is not 
one. 
As the act further provides 


ttitf all candidates and political com- 
mittees must file accounts, it, will be 
easy to trace this kind of expenditure 
if the accountants are honest. 
Even 


ft they are not honest there exist 
records of this class of expenditure 
which will make the detection of 
violation much easier than in most 
other cases. 
Almost all of the tax 


receipts which are distributed by the 
political committees are purchased 
by means of powers of attorneys. 
An 


investigation of these powers of at- 
torney would soon reveal whether the 
owners had paid lor the receipts with 
their own money, • and if they had 
not, the person who presented the 
power would be liable to the penal- 
ties of the act. 


It should therefore be distinctly 


understood that in future all voters 
who have to pay poll taxes must do 
so out of their own pockets, and that 
no one else is allowed to furnish the 
money to buy tax recepits for them.
